Not that
the things hehas done in life have boen In
themselves ol such astonishing merit: but it s
Ueen his fortune, or his koack, that, while his
exploits in liternture, in oratory, and in oon-
duct should be intrinsleally noteworthy, thoy
ghould aleo, from some extrinsic cirenmatanees,
be positively wonderful,

Whether intentionally oF not, his success has
illustrated, in its application o homan beinus,
the principle of wonder-working which Dr.
Johnson expounded in the cnse of doas:—* Ilie

two legs ls wot that he walks on two legs so
well, but that be can walk on two legs st all.”

In onrly lile Lord Broughsm did what way
marvellous hecanse it was done by one so vounz:
to middle age he did things which were mmr-
vellous because they were known 1o huve been
done umid the a;}llpnllllm muliitnde of the ocon-
pations which his middle see delichted to
abrorb: in Inter life he has done things whicn
were marvelous beeause they were done in Inter
lite.
